DESTROYING THE WHITE POPULATION, 

Unionville is almost depopulated of its 
white men. large number have been ar- 
rested, and an equally large number have vol- 
untarily left the place rather than run the 
risk of being thrown into prison. The village 
does not contain more than thirtcen hundred 
inhabitants, nearly one half of whom are ne- 
groes; hence it is easy to see how the ab- 
sence of one hundred white men — it. 
In all cases the white women and children 
have been leftat home. In the town they are 
well protected by the presence of the United 
States soldiers, so that if they suffer it must 
be from want or mental anxiety. In the 
country, however, the situation is very grave. 
Many men have either left or been im- 
prisoned and their families are on their 
plantations without any white protectors 
whatever. The increased arrogance a 
insolence of the ne s, of which I have 
| been a witness — has given rise to a feel- 
ing of deep anxiety for these protectiess 
white women and children. In some locali- 
ties there is not a white man to be found for 
miles around, while on every plantation are 
dozens of necroes, their minds filled with the 
notion that the United States Government is 
established for their especial benefit and that 
they can do as they please with 12 
Ladies on these plantations are now compell- 
ed to submit to whatever insolence their ser- 
vants may give them. One lady assured me 
that she found it necessary to atifle pride and 
assume an alrof the deepest respect and 
courtesy, net to say reverence, to every negro 
on her plantation, and that when she goes to 
bed at night it is with the utmost terror.

THE ROADS PICKETED, 


This morning I arose at an early hour, and, 
on going down stairs, learned that something 
important was on the tapis. Af daylight it 
was ascertained that the loads leading into 
the town were picketed by a force of — 
aud that no persons were allowed to leave or 
to enter. is military measure was carried 
out with needless severity. Two carriages 
containing ladies en route for the fair at Co- 
lumbia were stopped at the picket-linc and 
turned back, and their fair occupants debarred 
the pleasure of the trip. I have no idea that 
either Marshal Johnson or the military com- 
muudant intended carrying the matter so far, 
but the effect is very bad, indeed. 

THE ARRESTS—AN UNPLEASANT SPECTACLE, 
On taking breakfast and walking to the 
pres almost the first person I met was Maj. 
Johnson, who had just arrived on the down 
train. He was engaged in conversation with 
a lieutenant—the commander of a force of 
some twenty or thirty infantry, which was 
drawn up in line of battle in front of the ho- 
tel. The first person arrested was Mr. Hughes, 
proprietor of the hotel. His arrest was de- 
cidedly summary. Deputy Marshal Sherman, 
simply called hing®out of the hotel, tapped! 
him on the shoulder, and ordered him to take 
up a position in the midst of the soldiers. 1 
suppose that Sherman had a warrant for his 
arrest, but he exhibited none, and I saw none. 
All that I saw was a piece of paper in his 
hand, containing a list of names, evidently 
of the men to be arrested. The arrest of 
Hughes was followed by the arrest of quite a 
respectable-looking young man, and the sol- 
diers then started for the depot with their two 
prisoners. Before they bad gone one hundred 
ards Sherman whispered a few words to the 
icutenant, after consulting his black list, and 
a squad of four soldiers was told off and 
started in another direction with him. Pres- 
ently another squad was told off—and another; 
all of which had been sent to make arrests. 
Probably four or five: squads were scouring 
the town at one time, 


A PAINFUL SPECTACLE. 

These were the first arrests I had witnessed. 
No violence was offered the prisoners by the 
marshals or soldiers, neither were they sub- 

jected to insults of any kind. Nevertheless 
the spectacle was a most painful one. Mili- 
tary arrests, summarily executed in a time of 
profound peace, shock one’s ideas of civil lib- 
erty and republican government. The citi- 
zens who looked on gave no expression to 
their feeling, unless they did so in whiepers. 
Not a large number were on the streets 
but such as were egated in mall 
groups on the sidewalks and conversed 
in a low tone. That they were indignant 
was evident in spite of their passive behavior. 
Flusbed countenances, bitter flashing glances 
and firmly compressed lips, , in plainer 
language than words, wha popular senti- 
ment was. The negroes were silent and or- 
derly, though now and then one of them 
nudged a companion with afi air of intense 
gratification, as if the arrest of white men was 
for their special benefit and political advance.

style of necromancy which is most sooth- 
ing and seductive. One lot of these 
dervishes swear that the only hope of the 
country lies in elevating the standard of

— to Bret principles“ 
and refusing all compromises and conces- 
sions; in short, of making a square fight on 
the platform of the New York Convention 
of 1868, which seems to be their ‘‘first 
principles.” The other lot—who, strange 
to say, took their start here in Kentucky 
and began their work whilst the Demo- 
cratic party was making a game, stand-up 
fight in a dozen hotly-contested States—go 
to the other extreme and predict that, if 
the Democracy does not quit the field and 
let the conservative Republicans, of whose 
existence, barring Senator Scuurz, we have 
no positive knowledge thus far, take pos- 
session and engineer the coming Presiden- 
tial campaign, we shail win no laurels and 
re-elect Gen. GRANT into the bargain. 

Both sets of soothsayers display the cus- 
tomary lack of definiteness and particu- 
larity characteristic of the species. The 
advocates of the heroic policy do not ex- 
plain why, in going back to first princi- 
ples,” they prefer the platform of 1868 to 
the platform of 1864 or 1860, or 1801 or 
1776. They fail to tell us how, being in a 
minority, we ate by strict discipline and 
general exclusiveness to obtain the needful 
majorities in those States where recruits 
are indispensable to success. They are 
even undecided when they come to ex- 
pound those ‘‘first principles” to which we 
are invited to fall back. On the other 
hand the partisans of the passive policy, 
whom the St. Democrat describes as 
‘thumb-suckers,” have not been able to 
show us so much as a conservative Repub- 
lican line-of-battle, and as far as we know 
are beating about a very empty and delu- 
sive bush. Tobe sure there is about one 
chance in three that it may not be empty 
or delusive. What then? 

Let us not pretend to be what it is not 

in nature for mortal men to be. The 
situation of affairs is curiously involved 
and no man can sce out of it. Consistency 
of opinion during the next six months is 
impossible outside of the door-sill of the 
most oracular silence. Those, therefore, 
who do not mean to keep their mouths 
shut had best own at the start that they 
are no wiser than other people; that they 
are no firmer, no purer, no more patri- 
otic; that they are, like the rest of us, 
anxious to see and do aright, but largely de- 
pendent for their conclusions upon unfore- 
seeable contingencies. 

One thing, and one thing only, we en- 
gage to do for certain.” We shall con

We 
are aware that the wicked have no monopo- 
ly of the privilege of fighting, and it is, 
unfortunately, within the experiente of 
every one how theologians..rage in church 
disputes, Over such unseenfy fights, 
however, the only réjoicings ars those of 
the ungodly and profane. The good men, 
both within and without the pale of 
church membership, regard these passion- 
ate outbursts as peculiarly disagregable 
and di ul. When a religious quarrel 
breaks out in an educational institution, it 
is a strong argument for those who hold 
that all our public schools should be en- 
tirely free from religious influences 

It is peculiarly unfortunate that in such 
a noble institution as the Kentucky Uni- 
versity there should be any bickering. Of 
course nearly all these religious fights par- 
take very much of the nature of the circle: 
there is as much on one side as on the 
other; and it makes very little differance, 
in respect to the justice of the matter, 
which side you take. 

We stand clear of partisanism. It 
isin our minds simply another proof of 
how backward we in Kentucky are still in 
many of the elementary branches of cul- 
ture, and progress, that even in 
the very highest development of civiliza- 
tion that we have yet attained these coarse 
and provincial feuds break out. Our theolo- 
gians still habitually carry their moral 
bowie-knives and revolvers, ready to draw 
their weapons at the slightest provocation, 
and always cager to find. a free fight. So 
very pugnacious are they that we will pur- 
sue this part of our subject no further lest 
we seem to be treading on the coat-tail of 
some Donnybrook divine, and have to tuke 
up the cudgelsia our own defense. 

We feel that we can not do betterthan to 
recapitulate the circumstances connected 
with the founding of this Kentucky Uni- 
versity, for, though they may be familiar 
to many of our seadera, still it ia good for 
us to contemplate resolution, perseverance, 
and courage when they are manifested 
among us in so marked a manner. 
We speak then of the sacrifices and self- 
denials.of the founders of this noble en- 
terprise not without the faint hope.that 
such an example of noble devotion may 
stimulate some into emulation and shame 
others out of selfishness. 

Curiously enough, the beginnings of 
this university were made im the midst of 
disaster and failure. An old-fashioned, 
sectarian college, exactly of a pattern 
with the great ty of our Western 
and Southern co 8, so-called, possess- 
ing one or two unsightly buildings, a small 
library of worthless books, and a nominal 
fund, always small, and often in reality 
only a loan and an incumbrance, was in 


possession of the Christian Church in 


Kentucky. After the usual struggles and 
mortifications that have been and must be 
the inevitable consequence of such insti- 
tutions, this concern suspended operations 
in 1850. 

Then the spirit of one man rose to the 
needed height to see clearly the exigencies 
of the occasion. Joun B. Bowman boldly 
and wisely determined to profit by the 
lessons of the past. His simple appeal 
was: We have failed to build a college; 
let us then establish a great university.” 
Here was true inspiration; and, possessed 
with this sublime idea, forsaking houses 
and lands, he started out to lay the founda- 
tions of his great plans, and to interest an 
uneducated and unrefined people in his 
purposes and to elevate them up to the 
loftiness of his ideas. 

The cold, the indifferent and the timid 
had to be enlivened, quickened and en- 
couraged. The conservative and falsely 
prudent warned and advised him against 
his novel and foolish purpose. But in one 
hundred and fifty days he obtained one 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars. His 
plain and earnest language, his warmth 
and enthusiasm, his high aims and su- 
preme faith carried him triumphantly over 
every obstacle. Emboldened by his suc- 
cess, he startled his colleagues by announc- 
ing to them his intention of raising half a 
million of dollars for the beginning only. 
We quote his words to show the spirit that 
has animated him: 
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Even the war, that put a stop to so

Providence favored him. The 
University of Transylvania conveyed their 
grounds and property to the new univer- 
sity; and, accepting the offer of three hun- 
dred and thirty thousand acres of land 
from the General Government, on condi- 
tion of establishing an agricultural col- 
lege, the University of Kentucky secured 
the homestead of Henry CLAx, rich in en- 
nobling and inspiring associations, and 
began upon a most promising foundation. 
If now the spirit of sectarianism, and 
hatred, and strife begins to destroy the no- 
ble fabric erected through such heroism as 
we have told, woe be to that man by whom 
the offense cometh. The best citizens of 
our State, of all denominations and of no 
denomination whatever, have a right to 
demand that such a trust, upon which the 
welfare of so many of the rising genera- 
tion depends, shall be administered in the 
broadest spirit of toleration and useful- 
ness. 

The annual report of the treasurer is be- 
fore us giving in full the financial history 
of the institution from 1855 to the present 
date.
